The formation 
of the new party is yet in ite incipiency 
this being the initial move; it is intend 
to at once call conventions in the var 
ious stetes. and finally a mass conven- 
tion, p rafca My early In Avgnst, to rati- 
fy the action taken in Chicago. 

During the Chicago meeting there 
was aoBMlMng doing every minute, 
there were criminations and re-crimina- 
tions, and too men who hitherto have 
been high la the mmtOt of theG.O.P., 
but who now openly avow they will not 
support Taft, and are following in the 
wake of Roosevelt into a new party. 

All this indicates but one thing, 
Democratic victory in November. The 
old saying is that "when thieves fail 
out, honest men get their dues," and 
the republicans have called each other 
thieves so much and so often that one 
is naturally lead to believe that there 
is surely aomething rotten in Denmark. 
Never was there such an opportunity 
for a Democratic victory. If harmony 
will jnat preraii in the Democratic con- 
vention now in session in Baltimore, 
and tliey will unanimously agree on 
some good aMB, any one of thoae be- 
fore the convention will do, a iplondid 
Democratic victory in November ia as- 
sured.

KOBERT FRANiOIN YANTIS 
Former Garrard County Citizen Died In 
Sm AiiMuo Texas At Ripe OUAfe 
O f 84 Yens . 

The following extract from the San 
Antonio Texas Express chronicles the 
death in that city of Mr. Robert Frank- 
lin Yantis, who was born in Garrard 
county and is doubtless remembered by 
many of our older citizens. Mr. Yantis 
is survived by one sister, Mrs. S. B. 
May of Clinton and one brother Mr. 
Wood Yantis of Bloomfield. 

"Robert Franklin Yantis died at the 
home of his son, Jesse Yantis, 1125 
Rival Street' yesterday afternoon. He 
had reached the ripe old age of 84 yean 
and 19 days. 

Up to a few months ago he was able 
to be about and spent his time first 
with one and another of hia aona. 

He was born in Garrard County, Ken- 
tocky^^May 28. 1828. He was married 
SI, UO, to lUvtiM A. Mayers,

He later married Sosan E. May, Jan> 

uary 1, 1858. She died at Sutherland 
Springs, November 3, 1878, leaving four 
sons, all of whom are living. Daring 
the war he took sides with the Union 
cause and for two years was captain of 
the hoBM guards and later enlisted his 
whole company in the Eighth Kentucky 
Cavalry under Colonel Shackelford. He 
moved his family to Shelby County, 
Missouri, in 1869 and to Texas in Dec- 
ember, 1875, living near Sutherland 
Springs. In 1880 he moved to San An- 
tonio, where he resided up to hia death. 
He leaves a large number of relatiyea 

his sons being Jesse, R. M. and J. C. 
Yantis engaged in the daily business in 
this dtf, and J. B. Yantia hi the dty 
police department. There ar^ jswteen 
grandchildren surviving. 

He was a loyal member of tiia Grand 
Army of the Republic and took an ac- 
tive interest in all that pertained to 
them. He was a chartor mcinber of 
the West End Presbytmciaa Ghuch and 
a regular attendant. 

Funeral services will be conducted at 
the West End Presbyterian Church, 
corner Zarzarmora and Colorado Ave- 
nue, today at 5 p m by Rev W. A. Mc- 
DowolL His remains will be taken to 
Lavemia on Tuesday morning for inter 
ment beside his wife and son, Eli.

The Louisville Post of last Tuesday

"In hia apeedi here Monday, CoL Jack 

Chinn, of Mercer county, withdrew 
from the race for the Democratic nom- 
ination for Congress, and in doing so 
charged that his action was the result 
of the tactics of the Wiskey Ring, 
which is running things in this district. 
Colonel Chinn says that the Whiskey 
Democrate have fallen in behind Con- 
gressman Helm in his race l(r renomi- 
nation, and tha^ their power is so 
strong" that the best chance to down 
them is for the anti-whiskey people to 
support Hon Jere Sullivan of Madison 
county. 

The race has narrowed dowr> to these 
two and the fight will be a bitter one 
to the end. 

Colonel Chinn says that his record is 
clear on the whiskey question, and says 
"What is Helm's attitude?

natured manner to the two gentlemen 
who were opposing him. He placed 
particular stress upon tiM racord ot Mr 
Helm, and reiterated the heretofore 
made statement that that gentleman 
was claiming much credit for laws which 
were passed by his democratic collea- 
gues in congress with the assistance of 
the p ro g r eai ive ropnhHcaiM ia tiiat 
body. 

At tiie conclusion of his remarks. 
Col. Chinn thanked his many friends in 
Garrard county for the unstinted sup- 
port which had been promised him, but 
said that because of the conditions 
which the race had assumed, and owing 
to the fact that he was practically a 

poor man and not financially able to

Intelligent apprecia- 
rioii by those within and without the 
denomination and the ecclesiastical 
calling. TlM matter of miniBters' 
salaries was pr*s«nted by District Su- 
perfntendeBt Cooltas of the New Bed* 
ford district Mr. Coultae finds that 
88 church«s of his denomination in '[ 
the Southern New England confer- 1 
ence pay their ministers "hardly a | 
llrtng wage, and many of them less ' 
than a living wage." As to the speak- 
er's standard of a living wage let it 
lie linown that 42 churches pay from 
$500 to $700 salary, including parson- 
age, and 49 pay less than |B00, includ- 
ins panoaase. Tbe district snperin- 
tendent says truly that '^ere are 
wages almost as low as those of the 
striking operatives at Lawrence and 
laM than those of the street laborer." 
Surely Worthy of His Hire. 
The Methodists are not ahme 
among the denominations, probably, in 
underpaying their ministry. When the 
costly educational preparation and tbe 
social and cultured requirements for 
the modern Christian ministry are 
considered, it must be conceded that 
the operative and manual laborer is 
better off than the great majority of 
preachers and pastors. It is no de- 
fense for laymen to say that flergy- 
men are doing their work for higher 
considerations than th« material The 
Master "had not where to lay his 
head." but to him was freely extend- 
ed the hospitality of the people of his 
land and time. He lived as did the 
average of the plain people to whom 
he preached— neither better nor 
worse. But Is this true of the min- 
ister, say, In the smaller Bouthern 
New England Methodist parishes? 
The minister does not enjoy the free- 
dom from financial pinch that his 
average parishioiittr- does. The Inclu- 
sion of the parsonage rent as the 
equivalent of bo much wages Is actual- 
ly a toniiiderable reduction from the 
figures given. Men in most callings 
receiving $300, $400 or $500 a year do 
not pay the rentals at which parson- 
ages are appraised. These, like the 
church edifices, being visible evi- 
dences of the degree of liberality of 
the I'arlshloners, are seldom shabby. 
There is more willingness to put 
shinita on tka roof than etoOi^ on 
the occupants. 

Reproach to the Church. 

Men of oduoatlon, ability, influence, 
of "power In the community," serving 
the community, feeding its intellec- 
tual, cultured and spiritual flames, up- 
holding the standard of the homes- 
men of family, often with their own 
education to pay for and their chil- 
dren's to plan for, giving all their 
time, their soul, with less personal 
liberty and privflege than any other 
worker, all for a dollar or so a day 
and perhaps a furnished house! Now 
these are conditions existing In popu- 
lous, prosperous southern New Eng- 
land; not In a new land, among a 
struggling pioneer people. It is in an 
old and great and Influential denomin- 
ation, whose preachers and laymen 
are strong men; not In a new and 
scattered sect, with mere baadfOls of 
adherents here and there. 

In the sam* r#port from which 
these tacts are taken there are 
numerous evidences of the devotion 
and liberality of the churches In other 
matters. The church strives general- 
ly for the cause of better conditions 
for humanity, for charity, education. 
fur the dlssmalnatioa of good cheer 
to the distressed, for the kingdom of 
hciiTen on earth. Why not more con- 
cern for the pastor's comfort, to as- 
sure his cheerful view of life, the edu- 
cation of himself and his children, 
material sunshino tor -himself and his 
helpmatef "The diurch pays tha 
towest wages possible," says Mr. Cool- 
tas. The church member who in his 
business "pays the lowest wages pos- 
sible," would be charged with falling 
far short of the staadard for btnaaB 
brotherliness that Is expected of the 
professing children of Ood. The moral 
principle that It la the generous giver 
who receives generously doubtless 
would And demonstration In a church 
better served if its servants wera bet- 
tar paid.— ProrldaBoe Bulletin.
